Secretary. This beet ing was sponsored by Draft Resistance, 
Seattle, 4126 8005997935 way Northeast, Seattle, Vasbington. 


ApPrOXiAately 35 individuals attended this meeting 
which commericed at approximately 6:00 in the evening and con- 
cluded at aj/Proxijately 9:15 DM. - 

The meeting was on a discussion basis, and the 
principal epesker was CALVERT. The discussion concerned itself 
basically with thy future proposale of SDS, and its contemplated 
actions in th? Uptoming months. 


CALVERT stated that tbe activities of the SDS would 
tend to achieve a more aggf9958iye attitude in their activities 
in that rather than await iBdÍGtaents by the government for 
their actions, they contemplated making a suit in the courts 
against tbe United states Government. CALVERT outlined one 
of the plans by which 5,000 to 10,000 individuals scheduled 
to be inducted into the Armed Forces would draw up a suit and 
by being کیت‎ tie in this matter, would come into tbe " 
courts and charge tbat the Sel«ctive Service Systom (SSS) 
should allow Conscientious Objector classification on the 
basis of political objection to a particular war, specifically 
the war in Vietnam. 


CALVERT 41so outlined a proposed new organization 
cilled Women Against Mobilization (WAI) and stated that t P 
orgaaisation is being contemplated by the national organization ... 
of 808 and that its purpose would be for women to ra the. 
Selective Service offices throughout the country and under the 
theory of conducting a citizen's arrest would confiscate the 
files of the 585, stating that these files were being used to 
commit an unconstitutional act, 
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by students in test to the government's participation in 
Vietnam. . CAL specifically stated that he had ormatios . 
that the German SDS movement was contemplating this action and 
also activities would be undertaken in Beuth سل‎ and Latin 
American countries. CALVERT also staéed that he was presently 
touring the United States and contacting personnel in the various 
cities in organization of the contemplated demonstrations during 
the spring and summer of 1968. CAL stated there would be 
demonstrations during the spring and summer of 1968. CALVERT 
stated there would be demonstratins on a large scale specifically 
in Boston, New York, Chicago and Los Angeles. He stated that the 
demonstrations in Washington, D.C., were contemplated to be the 
lere. i, dealing with approximately 250,000 to 300,000 j 
v ais. 0 


CALVERT stated the demonstrations in Chicago would be 
during the time of the Democratic Convention and that upon 
President JOHNSON's renomination, a no-vote strike would be 
initiated throughout the country. CALVERT stated that on 
election day in November, 1968, demonstratins and leaf let ing 
would be accomplished at the polling stations throughout the 
United States. At this time CALVERT acknowledged that he knew 
it was against election laws to leaflet polling stations. 


CALVERT stated that prior to his arrival in Seattle, 
Washington, he had been in Portland, Oregon, speaking to 
a unidentified groups concerning demonstrations in that city, 1 
and he was advised by the leaders that the feeling in Portland 
was not that which would tend to mass demonstrations in that 
city during the spring or summer of this year. 


During the meeting an unidentified individual 
requested CALVERT'sopinion of personnel in the Armed Forces 
deserting. To this query CALVERT stated that he definitély - 
would encourage men in the Armed Forces to desert but failed 
to wide any furthar details or conversation in this matter.

“We all know the history of black and white relatims ... 
during tbe last few years. That history has bad very deep 
effecta on both movements, and those effects have been 
The last few years have seen the development of what caa 
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"youth movement in this country. White youth throu 

country is beginning to move. Exploitation andy + 
— po no longer make any sense to a growing number of y 
people. 


“When white people left the black movement they began 
to develop their own definition of their identity. In the 
struggles against the Vietnam War, the Draft, the University, 
and exploitation in the white ghettos we began to understand 
what this society is all about. For many that process was very 
hard, It is hard for a white American to stand against the 
assumptions of white America. The idea that this is the best 
of all possible worlds for white people is taught you everyday 
of your lives by the schools and the mass media. It was hard to 
understand that this society exploits and regiments and destroys 
white people as well as black people--that it separates them from 
their brothers and keeps them from understanding what is happening 
to them. But we learned. 
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"People are dropping out of the universities; the whites 
as well as the black ghettos are beginning to move. High school 
students are beginning to organize all over the country. A 
resistance movement is being built, and those in power are 
beginning to move also--against us. 


"But the rulers don't understand what we want. In 
Johnson's State of the Union Message we were told that this 
country has more color TVs than any other country in the world. 
And because ከ8 can't understand why we don't want them his response 
is to make the National Guard into a national riot squad. He 
doesn't understand that we can't be bought with color TVs because i 
we are demanding what the master can never give or even understand- 
we demand freedom. Freedom from the masters who define a world 
of color TVs and riot control instead of human dignity. 


"And it is because they can't give what we demand that 
we are being repressed now, They have begun to understand that 
we are their enemy, that for us to have our freedom means 
that they will have to give up their control, their ‘American, , 
way of life.' dia 


"The Man is doing what we could not do for ourselves. 
He has made meetings like this possible. He has forced the 
black movement and the white movement together because we all 


inci ‘enemy which is determined to destroy us. We

allow ourselves to be frightened away. We cannot allow 
to go on the defensive spend all our time and man 
the courts. We must continue on the offensive reaching out t^. 
more and more ۳ building a movement which will be the bas 
for the struggle for a new society free from racism and exploita- 
tion. That struggle will not be easy. Many of us will go to 
jail; others will be killed. But that struggle must continue 
because we cannot be free until imperial based as it is on 
racism and exploitation is destroyed. And will be free 

because we will fight for our freedom together--as brothers.. 


"We learned that the same exploitive system which 
controls the ghetto controls the university. We learned that 
those men who use the schools to regiment and supply people for 
their use also profit from the War and demand that we give our 
lives to crush tbe Vietnamese people for them. And we learned 
that we could hegin to underetand what tbat enemy is about and 
that we could name it and that we could fight it. That enemy's 
name is racism and imperialism, and we have learned that 
collectively we can stand against that enemy and say--NO: 


, "I was reading a Natinnal Guard handbook the otber 
night which defines a resistance movement as a popular movement 
against legally constituted authority designed to withdraw the 
people's support from tbat authority. 11 goes on to say that ያ 
a resistance movement is not stopped it can lead to insurrection 
which has popular support among the people. We are building a 
resistance movement in this country. We are involving an ever 
increasing number of people in struggles which show them that tbe 
major institutions of this country--the Police, the universities, |! 
the Army, the Government, and the economic base that they serve-- ' 
are their enemies and must be fought. The people of this 
country are beginning to see that racism and impeialism are not 
in their best interest. They are beginning to see that the 
Police and the Draft and the Army are the ways the rulere keep 
people in their place, and people are beginning to withdraw 
their support. The biggest anti-draft movement in American. 
history is going on--and those—in-power fear us for it." E"

"At this point I sbould also make clear that I do not 
speak for SDS organizationally but only as an individual. I 
believe tbe basis for the request was an article which appeared 
in New Left Notes by Jeff Jones and myself--an article which 
expresees our individual opinions only. 


"There was a የ389 when we on the Left had to say the 
things which McCarthy and Kennedy are now saying, in order to 
raise the issues which we felt could best lead to our political 
analysis. They were ‘issues which affected people's livee, ' 
and ur Job was to give those issues iradical content. That is 
s 


Our job, but now we find someone else, someone definitely 
not a radical, raising the issues. It is no longer either 
necesgary or desirable for the radical left to taks an approach 
to issues which in any way obfuscates the basic underlying 
premises of that approach. We have the opportunity and the 
obligation to take clear and visible positions based opénly on 
our basic political beliefs. 


"What I am saying is that any group which comes together 
on the Left must make a clear stand on certain principled issues 
which are the root problems in this society. They are, I believe: 
1) racism and the preparation for genocide which is taking place; 
2) the exploitative and manipulative nature of this imperialist 
society; and 3) tbe existence of a ruling clas« which operates to 
achieve its own ends and to sustain imperialism and racism, and 
uses the methods of exploitation and manipulation to do so. 


"I think that any issue is co-optable--only our basic 
analysis and a strategy which deals with the nature of powem and 
attempts to change its cation are non-co-optable. Kennedy and 
McCarthy have co-opted the issue of the War--though that does not 
mean they can find a solution to imper% ism. They are going to 
make subtle attempts to co-opt tbe issue of the Draft--but it is 
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TE to end

“This is not to say that he can provide the solution 
to those issues, issues which at their root must deal with power 
in this society--but co-opt them he can. An example--the issue 
at its root during the civil-rights movement was racism. The 
civilsrights movement was co-opted to a large extent by the 
Federal Government with the passage of the 1964 Civil Rights 
Bill, The problem was not solved, but the issue was co-pted. 

To cb-opt an issue is not to solve it; the selution lies in a 
struggle with the co-opter. 


"So, what is our non-co-optable analysis of the issue 
before the American people today concerning the changing political 
situation on the national level. Our analysis is that there is 
no basic change in that political situation. 


"Kennedy and McCarthy? We know that the electoral 
process and the major parties function as arms of the ruling 
class-the class which is institutionally responsible for the 
basic 1119 of this society. Consequently, no candidate out of 
those parties can solvethe basic, root problems of America, the 
solutions to which are founded on an opposition to the power of 
that ruling class. Kennedy and McCarthy only seek more subtle 
forms of achieving the same goals as Johnson and Nixon. 


"In seeking a long-range strategy for a movement to 
radically change Ameríca, we must attempt to understand the basic 
dynamics which move this society through history. We often speak 
loosely of imperialism. Although no one can deny that an uüder- 
standing of its characteristics is important, we must be able to  ... 
place it within a historical dynamic. Presumably, we know that 
imperialism did not just sprout up out of nowhere, but was an 
inevitable product of that vigorous, expanding, free-enterprise 
capitalism of America. And if capitalism has produced imperialism. 
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reflect dack on the internal nature of our

I believe that in @ 
in which the U.S. plays the dominant imperial 
role, the defense of that imperialism forces this society 
fascism. Fascism at home is the inevitable result of a 
dominant, but threatened, imperialiías. 


"People are making much of splits in tbe ruling clase 
these days, and since I think much will be said about that here 
in discussing this year's electoral situation, let me make a 
coupleof points. People outline those splits, lining up the 
candidates on one síde or the other. .Tbey ars either representa- 
tives of the 'California-Texas nexus'-- of military production, 
oil, and the other interests which depend on the more adventurous 
methods of imperialistic preeervation; or the Eastern financial 
Yankees who desire stability for investment--who see Johnson as 
shortening tbe life of American capitalism ከሃ a generation. 


"Tbe military-industrial complex may develop more 
slowly under a candidate representing the Eastern interests; a 
lull may take place in the approach of fascism; but by the 
nature of tbe dynamics at work it will not be voluntarily stopped 
or reversed. It is necessary to the maintenance of an imperial- 
isa Which 1 threatened both here (right now primarily through the 
black liberation struggle, and potentially through the Draft- 
resistance movement) and abroad. ለ conflict between the military 
complex and those who would like to see ‘imperialism as usual' is 
a natural development, and should not be taken to signify the 
possibility of any real change in basic imperialist aims. 


"The forces of ‘imperialism as usual'wish to rely 
upon manipulation,co-optation, and division of tbe enemy as 
tools to achieve their ends, but they cannot go on doing that 
forever. They must eventually lose in a struggle with the more 
hard-nosed forces who understand that military might is going 
to have to be the final recourse in order to maintain dominance. 
It seems to me that an underlying premise, and certainly a 
cause, of the New Left has been that such continuing domination 
was not possible--that eventually peoplerebel. As that happens 
the only tool left is to use euperior military might tosttempt 
to maintain dominance. Certainly the US has been successful in 
manipulating so well that it needn't use military force except 
in a few cases--but that cannot last. if all this is true, the 
military complex must continue to grow, and the militarization 
of our society must increase. 
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Here at home, militant blacks and Draft resiste; 
1 will bear the brunt of represssion by that 
their struggles directly confront the pove 


= Organ

of the ruling class and its operative mechanism, the Stat 
Both of these struggles have the seeds, necessary but not 
sufficient, of a direct confrontation with State pover--the 
noB-co-optable issue. Those struggles are not the only | 
potentially revolutionary. ones, but at this time they are the: 
most hopeful. That is to say, they carry the greatest possi- 
osm bilities now of increasing consciousness--of understanding the 
Pry nature of the real eneay., State power’: an old phrase, but a 
s Clear statement of the enemy nonetheless. If used correctly, 
both strugglee must eventually engage the State politically at 
some level, because they can build a consciousness that the 
State is the mechanism of repressive force, that it is through 
the State that the ruling class exercises its power. 
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"At this time when a movement for a real change in 
America feels threatened by Kennedy and McCarthy, and when 
within our own movement the social democrats feel the need to 
preserve the Movement by moving closer to those forces within 
the ruling class which seem to present a ‘solution to tbe Left," 
we must build a truly radical force on the principles which have 
hopefully always underlain our development. The social democrats. 
it seems to me, base themselves on the ideological premise that 
liberalism is still viable and desirable--it just seems to have 
lost sosething along the way through the influenceof evil men and 
plain stupidity. A truly radical force should not aim at 
‘influencing the political knights’ (as one paper here speaks 
0f); we must present an independent radical force based on and 
clearly projecting our analysis. 

"This implies two things. First, we cannot sacrifice 
that political basis of our work to the goal of a falsely consti- 
tuted 'broad-based' movement. We must build our movement on 
radical premises, not social democratic ones. Sometimes it seens 
to me that people imply that 'broad-based' means mobilizing 
people around superficialelements of their dissatisfaction with 
this society without ever speaking of the root natureof those 
problems(Kennedy?). If that is not implied pardon me, but ۰ 4 
must mako every effort to remain explicit about what our rhetoric ፡-- 
embodies. Second, we certainly wish to see the end of the Vietnam 
War; no ono could deny the desirability of that goal. But we 
must understand that those conditions will be forced to an end. 
by those in power in order to preserve their power. Were Kennedy 
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ind the war in Vietnam he would be doing so val

"Therefore, it seems to me that any program coming 

out of the Left must include three thrusts.  First,oppodtion 

to militarism and imperialism which is programmatically carried 
in the Draft-resistance movement. Second, we must not permit 
ourselves to be split from our brothers and sisters in the black 
struggle. We must speak of the institutional nature of racism, 
and tie it to all thrusts of our programmatic organizing. We 
must be ready to interpret the rebellions not as lawlessness in the 
streets, but as a result of a society which creates social condi- 
tions which are inhuman for a large and distinct part of the 
population, and which is inis to create change in the best 
interests of the people. This is a society, consequently, whibh 
is preparing for genocide. Finally, we must explain the 
electoral process and the two major parties as arms of the 
ruling class, and put forward the position that consequently 
there is no solution to the basic problems of this society which 
issues from that parties.

JEFF JONES was the master of ceremonies for the third 
broadcast of the series on the evening of—Masrch-20, 1968. 
began by stating that a brother of theirs on the Lower East Side 
has a publication called "Guerrilla" ¬ the theme of the aost 
recent issue being that "youth-will make the revolution and 
youth-will-keep it.” He stated they wanted to talk a bit about 
that as they talk about the trip of 20 of their brothers and 
sisters who have just returned from Cuba. 


JONES asked KAREN ASHLEY of SDS to díscuss the feelings 
she had during her three weeks in Cuba. ASHLEY spoke of her 
general overall impressions of Cuba as she walked through the 
streets there talking to officials and the people. The thing 
that struck her the most was the way the people have a pride in 
being a part of the revolution. Everyone there feels that they 
are contributing to a graáng revolution and a growing country. 


She stated it was a revolution made by youth and 
carried on by youth. The average age of the Central Committee 
is 35. Whole sections of the country are controlled by peop 
under 30. There is a feeling of youthfulness and ties with the 
rest of the wortd as well as with struggles in all parts of the 
world. The liberation struggles are everywhere aiding in revolu- 
tionary strugglee in whatever way they—possibly can. 


For her last point, she stated there is a general 
flexibility in the government, seemingly undogmatic. They do 
not go by strict Marxist lines and they change their minds if 
they find they are wrong. It is most flexible to criticism and 
change. 


MARK RUDD of the Columbia University (CU) SDS Chapter, 
was asked by JONES to mention how some people happoned to take 
the trip, because a lot of times people tire of theNew Left for 
the fact that they often go off to talk with the National ==- 
Liberation Front in Southeast Asis or the Cubans in Cuba. 


RUDD stated the reason the Cubans invited them was 
probably because they wanted to make contact with SDS, In 
general, someone has said they (Cubans) view SDS as we gov» 
with the most potential and the least well organized. 

Cubans wanted them to zo down to Cuba to gain some of the 
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8 and spirit of the country in order to tell t 
t is happening there. 


‘RUDD stated that one of the big reasons why the: 
people feel they are part of the revolution was because of * 
expeiences with the American embargo, American o ition to the 
revolution, and specifically, the mercenary ۵ in 1961 of 
the Bay of Pigs.. 


The SDS group visited the Bay of Pigs amiwas moved 
when they saw a monument dedicated to the militiamen killed 
there. He stated there is a famous picture of FIDEL CASTRO 
taken before the Bay of Pigs, in which he was addressing a crowd 
of 1,000 people with their guns raised in the air. These are 
the people d Cuba and in a real sense the basic democracy in 
Cuba. 


JONES introduced ALICE EMBREE of the North American 
Congress on Latin America.  EMBREE stated that they had stayed 
at the Havana Riviera Hotel. She spoke of the cleanliness of 
the streets and country though the buildings are run down; and 
their visits to the sugar cane fields. 


A JONES statod that he did not go to Cuba, but was 
able to go to Southeast Asia and talk with the LNF and North 
Vietnamese people last November. He recently went on a speaking 
tour around New England talking about it. His tour took place 
just after General HERSHEY's statement that graduate students and 
college seniors would no longer be exempt from the draft. The 
point he was trying to make to the students protected by the 2-S 
classification was that conditions would probably lead them to 
join their movement to try to change the society, that both 
fights the war in Vietnam and has to draft people to do it. 


JONES stated that everything that was stated that 
evening was very good about Cuba, but he understood there is 
a draft there. 


KAREN ASHLEY stated they were really upset when they 
heard that universal military training will be instituted fb 
the Cuban schools for all boys and girls. She stated it is - 
against everything SDS was doing in the United States and they 
talked ta a lot of people in Cuba about it. 
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` are leaving Cuba. They

United States only 90 miles away. 


She stated there was not anyone they met who found 
military training a bad thing. They were all involved in 
building up the country and saw this as another way to do it. 


JONES then inquired about the use of drugs in Cuba. 
RUDD stated the drug situation was simple to define since drugs 
are illegal there. Most feople feel they do not want or need 
them, and that included the artists and students with whom they 
spent their last week. He stated the artists are free to pub- 
lish their poems and have their paintings exhibited. 


ALICE EMBREE spoke of their visit to the Isle of 

Pines, also called the Isle of Youth, where the political prisons 
are located. She stated the prisons are now being comerted into 
technological institutions, and they are trying to figure out a 
way to construct the buildings to look less like prisons. EMBREE 
related the group found the Isle to be an exciting place with 

. 50,000 kids there. Young pegle come there to do voluntary work 
for 45 days to two years, reshaping the island. They are trying 
to create communism there which they say is creating a socialist- 
revolutionary consciousness. They found 46 exciting to see young 
people controlling the island. 


JONES concluded the program by thanking "Fidel Castro 
for his part in tonight's program." He also stated that the 
individuals on the program were working with SDS and are 
available for discussion groups.

Several special workshops were also set ‘up including 
one on Liberation of Women and the Movement in American Society. 
There was also a special workshop on Repression and Racism, which 
was instigated by RONALD-RIDENOUR, a CP member from Los Angeles. 


At the end of the Educational Conference, ART 1NOY, 
a Harvard Law Professor, spoke on the need for the SDS and the 
new left movement to prepare to defnd themselves against harass- 
ment by the federal government.  KINOY went into great detail 
about how the federal government condones illegal searches and 
seizures by the state governments in order to obtain the records . 
and other documents of civil rights organizations. 


As a result of KINOY's talk, there was general feeling 
among SDS personnel that there was a need to prepare themselves 
for defense against repression and to begin to develop-defense 
activities in the terms of organizations, lawyers, funds, etc. 


A discussion also was held concerning the so-called 
spring and summer proposals. These proposals are actually the 
key to the whole purpose af the National Council meeting. The 
SDS historically has been a very weak and loose structured 
organization. The main reason for this is that the SDS 18 
composed largely of middle class white students who come from 
good economic backgrounds but who, for the most part, are quite 
dissatisfied with their life and society in general. They are. 
part of the growing rebellion againet anything that represents 
authority, such as their parents or law and order. Por this 
reason SDS members have been against anything that would suggest 
a strong national organization because all their lives people 
have been telling them what to do and how to do it. One of the 
maín purposes of the SDS organization was to attempt to build 
a society that they wanted to build, to create a society where 
they would have control over deciding the things hat affect 
their lives. Because of thisthe SDS will probably never entirely 
become a strong national organization. 


In the past year or so, however, SDS has become much 
more serious in their approach to things and much more resolved 
in terms of ideas like resistance, "Stop the Draft Week," and 
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፡ مت‎ ther f icar approaches. Many of the SDS members are becoaiag 
committed revolutionaries and are definitely attempting tom. 


change the social system one way or another. * 


So a contradiction has arisen from this new situation, 
on one hand the SDS wants to continue its free and easy atmos- 
phere and on the other hand they also believe they have a job 
to do and they realize they can never really obtain this new 
atmosphere unless they do change society. They bave also 
realized that an efficient organization with some sort of 
discipline will be necessary in order to achieve this change. 


This realization has caused a considerable number of 
problems because the SDS now sees what they have to do, but are 
hesitant about becoming a tight organization with strict leader- 
ship and discipline. 


For the first time at this meeting it would appear 
the national leadership of SDS is beginning to take some sort 
of leadership responsibility in the sense that they realize it 
is their duty to project guide lines and policy for the organi- 
zation. The leadership realizes it must give the membership 

| something concrete to grapple with.

4 | was proposed and this was in the form of a program entitled 

i 77 "Ten Days to Shake the Empire." The SDS has chosen the period 

፡ April 20-30, 1968, to conduct a concentrated national effort 
which will tend to bring isolated chapters who have had no 
national activity into a general movement where they can feel 
they are a part of something. 


This concept in itself, however, also causes some 
problems.

` The PLP would like to kcop SIDS as a 10080 structurod organization 
whore they can work freely aud control it at local and regional 
levols.

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When the national SDS leadurship presented their 
prograr of the Ton Days «o Shake the Empire" there vas con- 
sidorable reaction among the SNS wembers.

The CP has been fighting this proposal 
for several years. In regard to tho proposal itsolf, which 
originated from the spring action workshop, there was a yeneral 
feeling against any sorl of national student strike. The (SDS ۰ 
fecls there would not bo any positive gaia (rom such an action 
and that closing down a university would ከህ a bad tactic. 


The CP played a strong sole in the adopt ion of this 
final proposal.

RON RIDENOUM, who claimed to be the CP spokesman, made 
a bad impression at the National Council wecting and as a result 
the status ol the ርጋ suffered to a great extent. In effect, the 
CP 18 considered a bsd word in the SDS, 


The source also advised that the moral atmosphere at 
this meeting was similar to that at othor national SDS affaire, 
that is, there appeared to be almost a complete lack of any » 
morals on the part of some of the dclegutes. ‘The source advised : 
the dolegaton to the mocting vero housod in various private ۵ 
with as any as JO to 35 individuals boing housed in e residence. 

As a result, it was noccssary for individuals to sleep on the 
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‘floor in all rvoms utilizing sleeping bags or blankets. ere i 
stated it was not unusual to go into a residence at night Or be 
some instances during the day whero SDS delegates were housed and 
to observe couples engaging in sexual intercourse on the floor. 
Source also stated that it was common for male SDS members to 
approach female delegates and quite openly proposition them, 
and that these propositions wero received as a matter of fact 
by the delegates. 


Source advised oi that a National ሠ / 
Anti-War Conference to End etnam, sponsored by the 
Student Mobilization Committee (SMC) was held at the University 
of Chicago, 5801 South Ellis Avenue, Chicago, on January 27-29, 
1968,with approximately 1230 individuals in attendance, which 
included representatives from SDS. According to source the 
purpose of this conference w^s to share and evaluato anti-war 
experiences and to plan for the next big campus anti-war action. 
CLARK KISSINGER, former National SDS Officor, was elected 
conference chairman. 


Source further advised that during the course of this 
conference CARL DAVIDSON, SDS Inter-organizational Secretary, 
Spoke and in his specch stated the United States desires to 
continue to protect their imperialism in Japan by urging the 
Japanese to occupy North Korea, thus releasing South Korean 
troops to fight with America in Vietnam. This plan will enable 
America to establish a {firmer imperialistic base in Asia. 
DAVIDSON told the audience the recent Pueblo incident represented 
“the most significant escalation of the Asian war yet undertaken 
by the Johnson Administration." DAVIDSON outlined "provocative 
incidents" staged ከሃ the United States Government around Korea 
over the past few years, and ie said the United States has been 
pressing Japan for support, which has beon met by an expansion 
of Japan's military draft. Further, DAVIDSON stated that with 
the country in the middle of a military mobilization, LYNDON 
B. JOINSON's Presidontial nomination this August, 1968, is 
secure, The net result of these factors points to one 
conclusion: JOHNSON is pulling off the greatest and most 
Significant escalationof the Vietnam War to date and utterly 
obscuring that movement in the eyes of the American people.

Source advised on SEEE the SMC and SDS 27 
sponsored a Chicago Area Students Anti-War Conference on ል 7 
March 9,1968, at the UICC, Chicago. Approximately 100 
individuals attended with representatives from the SMC, SDS, 


* Young Socialist Alliance (YSA), Socialist Workers Party (SWP), 
CP and the Chicago Area Draft Res isters (CADRE) present. 


According to source, for the most part this conference 
consisted only of yeneral discussions and workshops which 

dealt with proposed activities and demonstrations to be held 
during April, 1968. 


It was agreed by those present that all colleges and 
universities in Chicago and vicinity would participate in a city- 
wide demonstration April 27, 1960, to take place in Chicago's 
Loop. However, final details would be worked out ata'later date. 
It was agreed at this conference that preceding the demonstrations 
on April 27, 1968, a student strike would be held on April 26, 
1968, protesting the war in Vietnam and the draft and would take 
place on college and university campuses. All students will de 
askod to stay away from their classes in order to show they are 
against the Vietnam war and thc draft. 


Dur ing the course of this conference, source stated 
that PETER PRAN, a SUS leader fram the Illinois Institute of 
Technology (IIT), Chicago, spoke before the conference and called 
for a demonstration April 24, 1968, commencing at 5:00 PM at IIT 
which would protest tho chemical and biological warfare research 
being conducted at IIT at this time. Those present agreed to 
participate in this demonstration. 


Source also advised representatives from SDS announced — 
at this anti-war conference that SDS had tentatively scheduled e 
a conference at thé University of Chicago, Chicago, on March 16, 
1968, for the purpose of making additimal plans for the "Ton Days 
of Protest” schedulod during April 21-30, 1968.

The conference bogan with a plenary session at which 
representatives from the various SDS chapters gave their exper- 
iences in connection with the upcoming ten days of protest and 
resistance to be held April, 1968, protesting United States ntrventio: 
in Vietnam. Giving accounts of activities at Roosevelt University 
were SDS members BERNIE~FARBER and FRED KUSIINER , STEVE KINDRED 
and STEVE- RQTHKRUG from the University of Chicago SDS Chapter, 
and PETER PRAN from IIT SDS. | 


According to source, the theme of the conference 
appeared to be that SDS is striving for a specific program of 
well-coordinated activitics for the ten days of protest; haever, 
31 does not appear this objective will be reached. Whereas it 
was hoped all schools would have coordinated demonstrations on 
the same date, it appears the different schools will each fellow 
their own particular idea of what they should do on each day. 


In this regard IIT SOS will hold a protest demonstra- 
tion against biochemical warfare projects engaged in by IIT on 
April 24, 1968, and the University of Chicago SDS will sponsor 
a "teach-in" on racism and imperialism sometime during the 
ten days of protest. 
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The "NLN" issue of March 18, 1968, on page three, 
contained an article Captioned "NAC Minutes." In this article 
it was stated a meeting of the NAC of SDS was recently held in 


Chicago and during this meeting the following was voted upon 
by those present: 


“The NAC voted to allow the Progressive Labor Party to 
send a mailing of back issues of Progressive Labor magazine to 
the SOS membership. The vote was contingent: upon the decision 
of the National Interim Committee, which was also considering 
the question. Clark Kissinger cast the single dissenting vote, 
on the basis that the move was a dubious precedent to set." 
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OT Source advised that the SDS National Council ( 
not ing was dal Ou March 30-31, 1968, at the University o 
Kentucky (UK), Lexington, Kentucky. According to source, there 
were approximately 200 individuale in attendance, the majority: 
of deore from the South. 


Source further advised that individuals arriving for 
the NC mecting were siven delegate cards on which was written 
their sases vichout any SDS chanter designation. The individuals 
signed an attendance mombership sheet at the entrance of the 
Student Union Building which sheet had space for the individual's 
nass and 555 chapter affiliation, Individuals signing this à 
sheet were told by the person in charge of it that the sheet 
would be destrazed at the end of the ሾር meeting. 


The meetings were disorganized and confused, and dele- 
ga tec in small groups on the floor ignored the chairman, who wis 
ak 205 meshsr frams the UK chapter, name not known, Tbere wero 
microphones located throughout the floor where the aeeting was 
held und individuals introducing resolutions and waking suggestions 
utilized these microphones, These scattered microphones oniy added 
to the confusion because people talked simultaneously through 
varius microphones. 


There were literature tables at the back of the meeting 
roos and along one wall. The following organizations had literature 
tables: 585, PLP, SHC, DCA, 33800 and Spartaciat League. 
Individuals congregated constantly around the literature tables 
during 159 mecting, adding to the general confusion. 


During tho evening of March 30, 1968, a proposal was 
mado that additional individuale be elected to the SDS Nationai 
Committes LG bolp the seven sombers of the National Comsittee in 
Chicago: There was no list of candidates for mombership on the 
National Committes, Nominations were mado at random {from 5 
fioor, and then a vote was taken by the voting delogates holding 
up thoir identification cards, Because of the confusion it was 
not posaibie io 5127838680 what individuals wera elcctod tothe 
National Commitice. e 
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i bur Ang the evening of March 30,1968, the "Draft 
kon An kane Program, March 1968 N.C." was passed, which included 
tho foliowing:

Much of the meoting during the @vening of March 30, 
1968, was devoted to a discussion of the resolution on “Election 
Year Campaign." The original resolution consisted of three 
pages, but it was turned down because it was considered to be 
incomplete. This Proposal was reworked and a new "Elsction Year 
Campaign" proposal consisting of six Pages was finally passed 
on March 31, 1968. Included in the Proposal which wag adopted 
were the following: 


"SDS should take a Public poeition exposing MC CARTHY 
and KENNEDY as imperialists and issue a call to boycott the 
national elections. The NO should issue a statement to the 
press explaining our explicit objecttns to the MC CARTHY and 
KENNEDY candidacies. 


"Given the fact that many people still have illusions 
about the 'democratic process under capitalism, local chapters 
Should consider engaging in radical, indopendent electoral work 
with the idea of exprossing the following Positions in thoir 
work: 


"à. Immediate withdrawal from Vietnam. 
* b. No draft for Vietnam. 
c. Self-determination for black people and a 
fight against racism. 
Support of the right to strike of all workers 


and support for their struggle for better 
working conditions. 
Oppose RPK and MC CARTHY and the Democratic 
and Republican parties. 
Radical electoral struggles should be community- 
based and democratically run. 
lp support and create labor strikes, rent 
Strikes, draft rosistance." 


; Other resolutions passed at the NC meeting were entitled 
"The Vietnam Work-In II" and "High School Caucus Proposal." These 
resolutions call for students in the anti-war movement to work 
at factories during the summer of 1968 because without deep roots 


among the working people "We can never achieve the revolution 
we want." 


In regards to the draft resistance proposal SDS will 
do anything short of suggesting immigration to Canada to avoid 
tho draft. They instruct individuals how to obtain 4-፻ classi- 
fications, how to obtain conscientious objector status, and how 


to go through legal process before draft boards and take appeals 


from draft board decisions to delay induction as long as 
possible.

The meeting on March 31, 1968, source stated, was 
scheduled to begin at 9:00 AM but did not actually start until 
10:00 AM and accomplished practically nothing. The proposals 
that had been passed were reviewed, and arrangements were made 


to tako the names and addresses of individuals who want specific 
information mailed to them. 


Among thoso presont was a serviceman woaring the 
uniform of a U.S. Army Private who identified himself as 
STEPHEN W.-GILBERT, US 51834918, C72, Class 3768, Fort Knox, 
Kentucky. He was present at the meeting on March 31,1968, -- 
and spoke to several persons concerning organizing in the 
military. He said he gets along well with his officers and 
that he was trying to talk politics to service personnel. 

He further claimed he distributes literature to service 
porsonnel, which literature is primarily from SDS. He stated 
that 1f anyone knew tho names of individuals entering the 
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è "Military ^ o—X he could help them by وتات مدع‎ them in contact 

a with others in the service where they were stationed. GI 
further stated that if any individuals entering the servi 
should be coming to Fort Knox, be would help them resist tha * 
service in any way. One way of resisting the service wae 
"pray-ins" at chapels on military bases. During his conver6éa- 
tions GILBERT instructed that any individuals writing to hia 
‘should place the letter in an unaddressed envelope with the 
sender's nane on the back flap and place that envelope in a 
second envelope with GILBERT's address on the second envelope. 


Another individual present at the ሸር meeting was BRUCE 
CLARK, RD #1, Kalona, Iowa, who stated that he is organizing 
draft resistance in Iowa. CLARK asked for information from 
various chapters regarding draft resistance programs and stated 
there was very little draft resistance activity in Iowa to the 
best of ከ38 knowledge. 


There was agreement that SDS would participate in 
the Student Strike Against the War in Vietnam, Racial Oppression, 
and the Draft, which strike 1s scheduled for April 26, 1968, and 
is sponsored by the SHC. 
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t and most of its material came from SDS. 


Individuals present at the NC meeting were critical 
of housing arrangements. There were rooms available in 
private homes and churches for participants at the NC, but 
most of these homes and churches were located at least five 
miles from the UK campus and required private transportation 
to get to them. 


It was announced the next SDS NC meeting would be 
held sometime in December, 1968, place not stated. It was 
noted NC meetings are held twice during the academic year, 
once in the late fall and the second meeting in the early

According to the Source, AL SILVERSTONE reported on 
a recent convention of SDS held during Christmas vacation 1967 
in Bloomingtos, Indiana. SILVERSTONE was the principal CP 
strategist at tbe convention and worked in close cooperation 
with PHYLLIS KALB who was representing the CP National Office. 
Of the approximately 150 delegates, 15 were CP members. 


According to the @urce, the following, in part, 
represents items of SILVERSTONE'S report: The size of SDS 
was stated as being 3,000 card carrying national members and 
25 1s estimated there are six non-dues paying members for every 
dues paying member. 


In 1965 the PLP and its Youth Movement, May 2nd 
Movement, concentrated its youth program totally on SDS. The 
PLP had constderabiv success and one result of its work has 
been the—-movement- of a large part of SDS toward a Maoist 
orientated-Marxist-Leninist approach. This represents a marked 
shift from the "anarchist"outlook, the "hippie" tendency, which 
had previously dominated SDS. SILVERSTONE estimated that — 
approximately one-third of tho delegates at SDS were PLP ጠወዉከ62969 /'* 
or PLP influenced. 
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Source advised that the SDS convention, by a two-one 
yote,- ré jected a PLP backed program of agitation on campuses 
4 aimed at exposiog universities as tools of imperialism. It*
